inches in 1930 ond 86.60 inches 
for the past 48 years. Tho 
greatest fall in one civil day was 
3.58 inches on December 9, 18 
against 7.06 inches In 1930 and 
21.02 inches for ‘the past 48 
years. Tho greatest fal] in ono 
hour was -2.66 Inches at 9 p.m. 
on April 19, o8 ngainst 2.86 
inches in 1980 and 3.96 inches for 
the past 48 years.

Typhoon Warnings. 

The tracks of 19 typhoons 
which occurred in the Far East 
during the year 1931 are given in

' - CANCER SCOURGE 


ADDRESS TO ROTARY 
CLUB MEMBERS ° 


The ravages ‘of cancer, [ts 
formation, growth and extension, 


wero dealt with by Doctor J. H. |. 


Montgomery in a deeply interest. 
ing address’ which he gave to 
members of the Hongkoiy Rotary 
Club, at their meeting held yester- 
day under the chairmanship of 
Sir, William Hornell, | 

The Chairman welcomed the 
following guesta.—Mr.. J, Y, Lum 
and Mr, W. Yingon Lee (Shang- 
hal) and Doctor J. E. Dovey 
(Hongkong). 

Doctor Montgomery first of all 
explained the physiology of the 
body in regard to cating, dizes- 
tion and removal of waste pro- 
ducts, and then went on to deal 
with tissue and cells, two terms 
used when discussing ‘cancer. 

After quoting ‘statistica of 
cancer mortality for England and 
Wales, these having  accurato 
records, he said that most au- 
thorities agreed, when all renson- 


nble corrections had been mada, [- 


that thore still remained definite 
ovidence of an aetual jnerease in 
enneer mortality at some altes 
of the body and a diminution at 
others, und further, that the in- 
crease mainly concerned the later 
decades. of life from 40 upwards. 
There was also, he said, definite 
evidence for’ believing that 
cancer mortality was increasing 
in men, but in women it had been 
statlonary for some years’ past. 

He gave examples to show 
that the disease was -not  con- 
taglous, while, as to its being 
hereditary, he stated that the 
factor was not improbnble as there 
wag some evidence to support such 
a claim, but it could be dismissed 
from ono's mind without serious 
consequences. ‘

He commented.—It is a sad fact, 
but nevertheless true, that here in 
Hongkong at least the majority of 
patients with cancer first seek 
medical advice when their disease 
has reached a stage at which 
nothing more than palliative treat- 
ment is possible. It is stated in 
home countries, where the cases are 
seen earlier, that about half the 
total number of those who ultimnate- 
ly dic of cancer have only present- 
ed themselves for treatment when 
the discase is no longer local but 
has become general, 


From such cases it is possible to 
obtain the natural course of un- 
treated cancer. The’ tale is a sad 
one, It Is common to hear . that 
the patient had always enjoyed 
good health until a lump or ulcer, 
or discharge or other apparently 
trivial departure from the normal 
was noted. Now comes the most 
important point, for the patient 
almost always goes on to say that 
no particular notice was taken of 
the condition because it did not 
cause discomfort or pain. 

It cannot be insisted on too often 
that cancer Is usually painiess in its 
carly stages, nor can it be too 
frequently re-iterated that the 
early stages of caftcer are those at 
which adequate treatment is most 
likely to be successful. If cancer 
were, In its early stages, o5 painful 
os toothache, far fewer persons. 
would die each year, becauae they 
would seck advice and tredtment 
earlier than they do. Cancer some- 
times runs its fatal course without 
subjecting Its victim to any sovore 
discomfort or pain. Some cases

After dealing with cancer of the 
tongue, mouth and throat, of the 
ocsophagus. or gullet, of the naso- 
Pharynx, of the stomach, of tho 
womb, of the skin and of tho bone, 
Doctor Montgomery concluded.—I 
will not enlarge on the question of 
untreated cancer at other sites of 
the body. Suffice it to say that 
almost any part of the body may 
he affected, though it is exceed- 
ingly rare in certain situattona.

GOOD YEAR FOR THE 
RAILWAY 


Slowly but surely the Kowloon- 
Canton Railway {a proving a useful 
nource of revenue to the Colony. 
The report for 1931, now issued, re- 
veuls a year of steady progréss. It 
was not so many yenrs back that it 
neemed as if the railway were des- 
tined to become a burden rather. 
than a source of profit, As recent- 
ly ag 1927, 2 loss was shown on the 
year’s working, mt since then there 
has been a steady upward trend on 
the right side, Last year showed 
the biggest profit of all, over 
$160,000, and if we take the years 
from 1928 to 1981 inclusive, we 
find that close on four and a half 
lnkhs of dollars have been brought 
in. 

Gratifying ua the situation is, 
easily have been even 
better but for the regrettable mis- 
hap enused by the cloud-burst in 
April which resulted in serious 
damage to the line, caused the 1088 


‘of several lives amd made it necos- 


sary to suspend all traMc for ten 
daya. Until thon, the railway hed 
had a proud record, having carried 
no fower than twenty-four million 
passengerd -without -rerious injury 
to anyone or loss of a passenger 
Ife.

vaing tho railway, ono of the factors 
no-doubt being the improvements 
which -havo..been made: by outing

journcy. There, Is also a marked 
improvement In the local goods re- 
ceipts, which incrensed during Uhe 
year by more than twenty-five per 
cent. On the other hand, the goods 
earnings on the combined lincs

being only just over $31,000. As 
the report says, conaldering tho 
yvasb amount of cargo moving be- 
tween the two big citics, this {a a 
very poor figure, snd tho lack of 
patronage is said to bo a matter 
of serious concern to the <Ad- 
miniatrations .of ‘the two sections. 
‘There would appear to be stil) need 
of further improving the track of 
the Chinese section, and when this 
in done it is hoped that the journcy 
to Canton may be done in three 
hours. When wo recall the wearl- 
gome journcys of the past, ft will 
be recognised that great improve- 
ments have already been effected 
jn the service. This has been made 
possible, of course, by the happy 
co-operation between the British 
and Chinese sections, nt no time 
more pronounced than to-day. On 
our part, that co-operation is evi- 
denced by the fact that through 
expreas trains are atill hauled by 
British acction ‘engines. 

There is one other fenture of last 
your's operations which gives cause 
for satisfaction, namely, that debits 
in respect of demurrage and hire 
of rolling stock for 1931 were ace 
cepted by the Administration of the 
Chinese section.

Reforming the House of Lords. 


A meeting of the central council 
of the National Union of Con- 
gervative and Unioniat Associa: 
tions recently passed a resolution 
advocating reform of the person- 
nel of the House of Lords, This 
reanlution crystallizes the desire 
of a certain section of British 
public opinion, which has not 
ceased to regrot that the reconsti- 
tion of the Lords waa the herald 
of a sunrise which never actually 
took place. The House of Lords 
already represents far more sec- 
tions of the British people than is 
commonly supposed. The aristo- 
cratic element docs indeed greatly 
preponderate in it, But there are 
Labour peers, and it contains 
members of almost every «rade, 
including clergy: authors, civil 
servants, lawyers, journalists, 
business men. It is in one sense 
as representative as the House of 
Commons, though in a different 
way. It represents trades and 
professions instead of geographi- 
cal arens. Its defects a5 a repre- 
sentative assembly could be eastly 
removed, either by a restriction of 
the hereditary clement or by a 
atrengthening of the democratic 
section of the House. The central 
council also proposed that the 
powers of the second chamber 
should be increnaed by making it 
necessary that a, non-moncy bill, 
passed by the Commons, but ree 
jected by the Lords, should be 
presented in two successive pare 
liaments, instead .of, 8 at pre- 
sent, in two successive seasions of 
the same Parliament, before be 
coming lnw. This would ineure 
that no bill opposed by the Lords 
‘could become law until the people 
had been consulted at the general 
election, An obvious objection to 
this suggestion ia that {t would 
atill further delay legialation. 
Morcover, tha. samo purpose could 
be achloved by tho institution of 


the reforendum. Such on amond-| 


‘ment in the Constitution might

The ono really important study 
that all are called upon to taka 
up during thoir sojourn hore is 
tho idfoaynernsics of the’ social 
life of our little community, for 
which unfortunately we havo no 
instructional media but that of 
hard-earned and very often bitter 
experience. 

‘There is no gainsaying that 
socia! conditions out here are 
vastly different from those obtain- 
ing at Home and very fow peoplo 
of oither ecx manage to achiove 
Immunity from the pernicious, 
demoralising influence that life 
enat of Suez exerts upon Western 
character. How after does one 
hear folks on their return from 
lenve confess to diminished in- 
terest in relatives, friends and 
conditions generally nat Home. 
The reception back there had left 
nothing to be desired but after a 
month or ao things had become 
somewhat dificult—an apparent 
Inck of common interests and sym- 
pathicsa—an inexplicable incom- 
patibility of outlook on life. 

Tho Colonial is apt to attribute 
the change to one mind . having 
tboen. broadened by travel while 
the other was simply vegetating, 
but viewing sights denied to 
one’s fellows: by no means, 
in Iteclf, justifies any elnim 
to intellectual superiority,

S IT NOT HIGH TIME, now. that cricket .has 

_ gained such a prominent place in the sporting 
life of the local community, for it to be placed-on a- 
sounder administrative basis, with an organised Asso- ' 
ciation, recognised as the rifling body, set up to conduct 
the League and to be responsible for the sclection. of 


Interport teams? 


It is a question which is exercising the minds of numbers 


of Hongkong cricket enthusiasts 


, who feel, despite tho oxcellent 


work accomplished in the past by the officinls of the Hongkong 
Cricket Club, that the time has now arrived that the game, parti- 
cularly in its chief competitive forms such as league and Inter- 
port cricket, should be controjled by a more representative body. 


When the cricket Interport team; 
to represent Hongkong against 
Shanghai this week, was selected, 
the determinations of the Selection 
Committee very naturally brought 
forth «certain amount of criticiam, 
Keen followers ‘of the. game in 
Hongkong had their own opinions 
as.to the correct. constituticn of the 
team, and {na number of cases they 
considerably differed from that of 
the official team. 


While one can, to sume extent, 
ignore these personal claims to team 
selection, a little thought regard- 
inw the present position of Inter- 
port aclecting in connexion with 
cricket docs revenl that some sort of 
change is indicated. -_ 

Up to the present, what have al. 
ways been regarded as Interport 
matches between Hongkong ‘and 
Shanghai, arc really contests be- 
tween the Hongkong and Shanghal 
Cricket Clubs in the sense that 
they are privately arranged by 
those clubs, The fact that the 
teams have ‘been made more or 
less representative, hna been purely 
dependent on those two clubs. 


SATISFACTORY SELECTING. 


No one will suggest that. the 
Hongkong Cricket Club selection 
committee has not. done Its work 
ably and with a grent deal of care- 
ful thought: or that it has not fully 
explored the fleld of local talent In 
order to secure the best representa. 
tive aides, : 

At the same time, ‘the growth 
of cricket in Hongkong as it ta 
to-day, docs seem to demand ao 
new organisation to carry out 
the task of picking Hongkong’s 
Interport teams. There is no 
Cricket Association in Hong- 
kong: no actual ruling body. 
The Cricket League is conducted 
without any established execu- 
tive. The clubs meet each 
year when their representa- 
tives attending the meeting are 
regarded as officials to form the 
committee. The League, how- 
ever, has no up-to-date, rules, 
and so far as is known, very 
few printed rule books are in 
circulation, 


NEED OF FOUNTAIN HEAD. ' 


That the League has been free 
from ony trouble or disputes in the 
past does not obviate the necessity 
for a less haphazard system of con-

ducting such tn organisation, 
Rather, the ever-creasing popularity 
of the game in the Colony, and the 
importance it, has gained in the 
sporting life of the community, de- 
mands that ft should have a vre- 
cognised fountain head, by which 
nll competitive forms of. the game 
should be controlled, : 

The formation of n Cricket As- 
sociation, with jurisdiction over the 
League, and powers to select Inter- 
port and other representative teams 
would only be in keeping with other 
sports in Hongkong In which con- 
tests with other Porta are matn- 
tained, such as Tennis, Lawn Bowls; 
and Swimming. 


ALLAY RESENTMENT. 


Iurthermore, to dedicate the task 
of selecting cricket Interport teams, 
to an authority stich as an Associn- 
tion which js composed of repre- 
sentatives of all the clubs in the 
Colony, or at least, those participat- 
ing in the League, would allay any 
resentment which may be felt’ that 
the choice of the team is in the 
hands of one club, 

While it should be again em- 
phasised that one does not quarrel 
with the present system because it 
has been fn vogue for a great many 
years past, the day has come when 
cricket in Hongkong might be 
placed on a sounder administrative 
footing by tht dtganisation of a re- 
presentative ruling body, .

HAWKER’S STORY 


The Polico Court trial of Tseng 
Kwok-yau,. chaged with instigat- 
ing the murder of Georga Fung in 
Village Road, Happy Valley, on 
the night of March 24, was re- 
sumed beforo Mr, Wynno-Joncs at 
the Central Magistracy yesterday 
afternoon.

In reply to his Worship, Mr.

‘% to Miss Lai Ming-fay boforo her 
examination In chiof was concluded, 

Dr. R. 8. Bogbie, acting Assis- 
tant Government Bacteriologist 
gavo evidenco of tho’ post. mortem 
examination which ho performed on 
tha body of George Fung at 10 
o'clock: the day following the 
murder. Wltness described - the 

_ bullet wound, which had its cn- 
trance from near the lower angle 
of. the left shoulder blade. Ita 
course wont from the back to the 
front of the chest where the bullet 
was subsequently extracted. 

Witness atnted that the bullet, 
in its course, had | pierced 
the Jung at the back, the heart 
muscle and the lung In the front. 
Death was duc to haemorrhage 
and shock as a result of the wound. 
The body was otherwise healthy. 

Mr, Lindsell: Could you form any 
opinion as to the rango at which 
the shot was fired?—Thero was no 
evidence to show that the shot was 

afired close to the deceased. I think 
it was probably fired’ at a distance 
of more than three fect from the 
deceased,

Detective's Evidence. 


Shek Tul, a detective attached to 
the Wanchai Division, stated that

He next saw the hawker Lo Yau, 
and secured from him information 
which lod to his making a search 
of a scavenging lane at the back of 
Man Chung Fong.

A Diary. 


Detective Sergeant Kennedy, 
who took oyer-the case from his 
Chinese subordinate, said that he 
accompanied Lai Ming-fay and 
Chan Wing-yung fn the latter’sa car 
to the Yeung Wo Nursing home, 
where he found Fung in charge of 
Dr. S. C. Ho and apparently ina 
dying condition. He received a re- 
port announcing Fung’s death after 
his return.to the Station, and pro- 
ceeded to circulate what was offi- 
clally styled a “murder message,” 
naming the wanted man as Chan 
Kwok-yau. 

The following morning he handed 
certain bloodstained articles of 
clothing taken from the body of the 
deceased to Sub-Inspector Rozes- 
kwy, aiso a silver-backed note-book. 

The bloodstained articles consist- 
ed of a singlet, a waistcoat and a 
jacket. The ailver-backed note- 
book is described as containing 
entrics ‘in tho form of a diary by 
the deceased, 


Peculiarities of Weapon. 


The pistol picked up by the Chi- 
neso detective in the locality of the 
crime was next exhibited, and the 
Police Armourer, Sergt. J. E. Scott, 
who had examined and tested its 


mechanism, described the weapon. 


an an automatic of cheap Spanish 
maka, firing cartridges of .82 inch 
calibre. Tho magazine was charg- 
ed with six cartridges, of the samo 
type, but not of sanvs make, belng 
Remington products which could be 
used for that pistol. In the breech 
was an empty cartridgo: tho reason 
why it had not been ojected after 
being fired, was because of a defect 
in the mechaniam. 

To test the mechanism he had 
recourse to fring it. with six other 
cartridges of a similar calibre, and 
at each time it failed to eject tha 
empty caso. Decomposed powder 
extracted by means of a cotton wad 
thrust into the barrel showed that 
the weapon could not have been 
fired within more than 24 hours, 


Marks Removed. 


At the back of the weapon, if a 
practice in.

SALARY CHANGE. 


Following the negotiations with 
the: Guilds, referred to at some 
length Jast year, the Directors 
and the General Manigers were 
obliged reluctantly to pay the ster- 
at 1/Gd. and half at current 
ling salaries of their European 
floating staff! on the basis of a 
1/6d. exchange instead of half 
rates. This arrangement began on 
Ist July and effected a saving 
which will be more apparent — this 
year, It was a measure greatly to 
be regretted but imperative as part 
of our programme of drastic 
cconomy. Further, your Directors 
have decided to forego all their 
Fees for the year 1931. These 
amount to £1,500 per annum and, 
f may add, are not held in sus- 
pense, . 

Freight and passage rates were 
raised) whenever and wherever 
practical but it was not always pos- 
sible to muaintain the increases, 
This question will continue to re- 
ceive the strictest attention of the 
General Managers. The Namsang, 
mn vessel 29 years old, was sold dur- 
ing the year having become  un- 
economical in operation. 


” TYPHOON LOSSES. 


During the severe tyhpoon which 
swept the China Coast in August, 
the Company suffered two major 
easualles, with reerettably heavy 
loss of life. The Kwongsang © was 
Gaaveu wohore an tie vicuty of 
Fu Yan Island, near Foochow, and 
sank with the loss of all but three 
native hands. The Waishing al- 
so stranded, in Nam Kwan Har- 
bour, and one sailor was drowned, 
but after being: salvaged she was 
found to be so badly damaged as 
not to be worth repairing, and was 
accordingly sold. As the Waishing 
was not a construct:}e total loss, 
underwriters were only liable for 
salvage charges, etc. In order to 
replace the loss of these vessels and 
to muintain our importunt  con- 
nexions in coustal trades, three 
steamers were time-chartered and 
have so far, proved very satisfac- 
tory.

FUTURE OUTLOOK. 


It is customary at these mectings 
for the Chairmin to make some 
reference to future prospects, but 
under present conditions this is out 
of the question. Commerce and 
politics are so' welded together, in 
China that it becomes impossible 
to forecast what the outcome of 
hostilities in Manchuria, and re- 
cently at Shanghai, will be. = Men- 
tion has been made of better earn- 
ings in the closing stages of the 
year, and while I trust these «will 
be maintained, too often hns dis- 
illusionment followed hopeful views 
on &pasmodic fluctuations of the 
freight market. 

The hostilities which, broke out 
at Shanghai between Japan and 
China at the end of January this 
yeur and Jasted until March, are 
now happily at an end, but Chinese 
institutions such as banks, Cham- 
bers of Commerce, Exchanges, 
Shipping Associations and Hongs 
at one time were all closed and 
Chinese business practically ceased. 
Normal conditions are, however, be- 
ing restored as rapidly as cireum- 
stances permit but the future is 
uncertain and an opinion on the 
coming march of events would be 
mere guess work. 

Turning to the statement of ac- 
counts it will be seen that there ia 
a profit on the working of steamers 
amounting to £27,332,12.ld.  com- 
pared with a loss of £16, 167. 18, 3d. 
for the previous year. After pro- 
viding for depreciation and liabili-

At this stage, 
however, it appeared probable 
that the final Return to Share- 
holders. would approximate rixty 
cents per share after paying all 
liquidation expenses, 

It was stated that Mit John 
Fleming, C.A. would be absent 
from the Colony till 16th Novem. 
ber and in the interval Mr. A. 
Ritchie, C.A, would act formally 
as liquidator. 

The chairman said that as 
mentioned jn the report, it) was 
hoped at this meeting to present 
a final statement of the result of 
the Liquidation but difficulty 
was being experienced in collect- 
ing the one remaining account.

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GOOD YEAR FOR THE 
RAILWAY 


Slowly but surely the Kowloon- 
Canton Railway. ja proving a useful 
source of revenue to the Colony. 
The report for 1931, now issued, re- 
veala a year of steady progress. It 
was not so many years back that it 
seemed as if the railway were des- 
tined to become a burden rather 
than a source of profit. As recent- 
ly as 1927, a losa was shown on the 


year's working, but since then there, 


has been a steady upward trend on 
the right side, Last year showed 
the biggest profit of all, over 
$160,000, and if we take the years 
from 1928 to 1931 inclusive, we 
find that close on four and a half 
Inkhs of dollars have been brought 
in. 

Gratifying as the situation is, 
it might ‘easily have been even 
better but for the’ regrettable mis- 
hap caused by the cloud-burst in 
April which resulted in serious 
damnge to the line, caused the loss 
of several ilves and made it neces- 
sary to suspend all traffic for ten 
days. Until then, the railway had 
had a proud record, having carried 
no fewer than twenty-four millfon 
passengers without serious injury 
to anyone or loaa of a passenger 
life, The interruption was all tho 
more regrettable ‘since during tho 
whole. of the year there bad been 
no suspension of the express 
sorvices on account of military or 
polltical activities—a welcome 
change {rom past times. Thoro is 
evidence to be - found in- the 
statistics included’ in the annual 
report that more passengers fre 
using tho rallway, ono of the factors 
no doubt being the improvements 
which havo been mado by cutting 
down tho - timo’ occupied _ In’ tho 


improvement {n the local goods re- 
coipts, which increased during the 
year by moro.than twefity-five per 
cont. On the other hand, the goods 
carnings on the cothbined Hnes 
show a drop of almost $6,000 .dur- 
ing the twelve months, tho total 
boing only just over $31,000. As 
the report says, considering the 


‘yast amount of cargo moving be- 


tween the tivo big cities, this Is a 
very poor figure, and. the lack of 
patronage fs said to be n matter 
of serious concern to the Ad- 
ministrations of the two acctions. 
There would appear to be still need 
of further improving the track of 
the Chinese section, and when this 
ja done it is hoped that the journey 
to Canton may be done in three 
hours. When wo recall the wearl- 
some jourrieys of tho past, it will 
be recognised that great improve- 
‘ments have alrendy been effected 
in the acrvice, This has been made 
of course, by the happy 
the British 


posnible, 
co-operation between 
nnd Chinese sections, at no time 
more pronounced than to-day. On 
our part, that co-operation is evi- 
denced by the fact that through 
express ‘trains are still hauled by 
.British section engines. 

There ig one other feature of Inst 
year's operations which gives cause 
for satisfaction, namely, that debits 
‘in respect of demurrage and hire 
of rolling stock for 1931 were ne- 
cepted by the Administration of the 
Chinese section. Claims in respect 
of the yenrs 1923-20 were, however, 
not accepted, with the result, that 
the amount now due from the Chin- 
exe section is well over a million 
dollars, This is an old legacy, Te- 
presenting a problem which has, 
somehow, never yet been solved. It 
~would be interesting to know in 
what light the Hongkong Govern- 
ment views the matter, If there 
is no prospect of ever getting this 
money—although according, to. the 
working agreement it is obviously 
due—then it would be better to Wipe 
jt out onée und for all, rather than 
to go on year after yeur keeping the 
fygure recurring in the recounts,

Reforming the House of Lords. 


A meeting of the ventral council 
of the’ National Union of Con- 
servative and Unionist Associn~ 
tions recently passed a resolution 
advocating a reform of the person- 
nel of the House of Lords. This 
resolution crystallizes the desire 
of.a certain section of British 
public opinion, which has not 
censed to regret that the reconsti- 
tion of the Lords was the herald 
of a sunrise which never actually 
took place. The House of Lords 
already represents far more sec- 
tions of the British people than is 
commonly supposed. The aristo- 
cratic clement does indecd greatly 
preponderate in it. But there are 
Labour peers, and it contains 
members of almost every grade, 
including clergy, authors, civil 
servants, lawyers, journalists, 
business men. It is in one sense 
ay representative as the House of 
Commons, though in 4 different 
way. It represents . trades and 
professtons instead of geographi- 
cal areas. Its defects as @ repre- 
sentative aasembly could be easily 
removed, cither by restriction of 
the hereditary clement or by a 
strengthening ‘of the democratic 
yection of the House, The central 
council also proposed “that the 
powers of the second chamber 
should be increased by making it 
necessary thnt a non-moncy bill, 
paased by the Commons, but: re- 
jected by the Lords, should be 
presented in two auccersive par- 
laments, instead of, 95, at pre- 
sent, in two successive seasions of 
the samo Parliament, before be- 
coming law. ,This would Insure 
that no bill opposed by the Lorda 
could become Inw_ until the people 
had been consulted at the xencyal 
election. An obvious objection .to 
this suggestion is that tt would 
still further delay legislation. 
Moreover, the samo purpose could

The nowcomer to Hongkong may 
walk Into any book-seller's shop 
and procure ‘all the Informative 
Mteraturo he can absorb on the 
Colony’s topography, it’s flora and 
faunn, tho history of the place, 
customs and characteristics pecu- 
Har to the Orlontala with whom 
ho will come-in contact—all sub- 
jets of genuine local interest but 
comparatively inconsequential in 
thoir application to every-day life. 
Tho one really important study 
that all are called upon to take 
up during their sojourn here is 
tho Idiosynernaics' of the social 
Hfo of our little community, for 
which unfortunately we have no 
instructional medina but that of 
hard-carned and very often bitter 
experience. 

There {se no gainsaying that 
social conditiona out here are 
vastly different from those obtain- 
ing at Home and very few people 
of either sex manage to achiove 
immunity from the: pernictous, 
demoralising influence that life 
enst of Sucz exerts upon Western 
character. How after does one 
hear folks on thelr return from 
leave confess to diminished in- 
terest in relatives, friends and 
conditions gonerally at Home. 
The reception back there had left 
nothing to be desired but after a 
month or so things had become 
somewhat difficulte-an  apparont 
Inck of common interesta and sym- 
pathies—an_ {nexplicabla incom- 
patibility of outlook on life. ., 

The Colonial is apt to attribute 
the change to one mind. having 
been broadencd by travel while 
the other sas simply vegetating, 
but viewing sights denied to 
one’s fellows by no means, 
in itself, justifies -any claim 
to intellectual superiority. 
Broadmindedness maker {tyelf ap- 
parent through toleration and un- 
deratanding and while the hills 
and lanes of Scotland are evolving 
a Burns, another man may be 
travelling tho seven seas and five 
continents with as little chance of 
intellectual improvement as a ship's 
ent. 

A more probable explanation for 
this inability to mix at Home is 
“that never-failing vico of fools.” 
Most of us come out here to 
nalaries ‘and personal service far 
boyond what wo sero accustomed 
to in the Old Country and like the 
beggnr on his horse, wo loso all 
sense of proportion and ride to 
extremes of absurdity. 

“Oh, wad somo power the slftie

To sce oursels as others see us, 

It wad from many a blunder 

free us 

And foolish notion.” 

To the unbinsed observer, the 
resident going on leave presenta 
i personality entirely different 
from that of the man who first 
sets foot on Eastern shores... ..... 

And yet the individual can 
aearcely ve blamed for his de- 
generacy. Only a paragan  with- 
stands the insidious influence of 
n noxtous environment and ‘o 
superior complex is so easily ac- 
quired when positive suggestion 
comes from outalde. 

The least and perhaps the most 
we can do towayls mitigation of 
these deplorable Enstern mental 
epidemics is of .2 preventive na- 
turc—ilnoculation of new" ar- 
rivals. soe 

The young “commercial assist- 
ant” arrives In Hongkong imbued 


with the traditional ploneoring 
spirit of his trail-blazing ancestry, 
fully resolved upon registering 
his mark in local industrin! his- 
tory by hard-work, enterprise and 
frugality—doing something really 
worth-while with his life, : 


Ho is impregnnted with the . 
glamour of the Last and.his heart 
swells to an initial thrill of achi- 
evement as his foot first falls upon 
the far-off foreign soll—the land 
of the legendary plg-tail, intrl-, 
guing impassivity’ and imponder- 
able mystery. First impressiona 
of the Colony transcend expecta- 
tion and the week following his 
arrival is replete with tho excite- 
ment of exploration. 


The novelty:‘of his new sur- 
roundings soon wears through, 
however, and a fow, day’s submis- 
sion to the condescending, im- 
patient patronage of.supercilious 
office colleagues leaves him some- * 
what abashed and despondent - 
after the convivial friendlincas of 
the cosmopolitan | ship-board 
crowd. Everybody here seems to 
be irrevocably glued to some 
small, ultra-exclusive social clique 
in which there is apparently no 
room whatever for the immature, 
uninitiated new-comer and the 
unutterable loneliness of the de- 
solate, inhospitable hotel room 
sends his thoughts wistfully: back 
to the congenial Home-life of the 
Old Country. 


His self-esteem has been sub- 
ject to unanticipated Inceration by, - 
this failuro to form immediate - 
friendship—this incomprehensible 
intolerunce of hia newness—and 
nfter a fow weeks of solitude and 
critical introspection, he begins to . 
lose confidence in the merits of 
his former aspirations. Gradually 
but inevitably. he gravitates to- 
wards the Colony’s club-life, finda 
n precarious niche In a coterie of 
youthful blase rouses and ultimate- 
ly strikes out in deliberate emula- 
tion of these stagnant braincd, de- 
generate habitues in the nefar- 
fous drinking, gambling and svo- 
man-hunting exploits. 

Occasionally he looks back and: 
reflects upon what might have 
been. At times ho may evon en- 
deavour to fight his way free 
from the tentacles of the vitiated 
rabble but what other. attractions 
or interests does the Colony hold 
out to him? Tho church’s bene-, 
ficent influence has lony been de- 
funct through sheer stagnation 
and apathy—deflance of the uni- 
versal, incontrovortible aw ‘ of 
alternative evolution or extinction 
-—and even the ‘sports-rround in- 
veigles him into the profligacy of 
an imbibing fraternity. So. he just 
drifts with the polluted tide—reso- 
lutions undermined, work negicct- 
ed, debt accumulations ignored, 
health considerations: flagrantly 
disregarded—unreaslatingly © -- dee. - 
generating into ane of the world’s 
worst wasters. - . 

And tho sex quostion naturally 
appears in the picture. Should he 
happen to be abnormally attrac: . 
tive to the womenfolk, he'runs his 
‘drink-sodden head into tho un- 
wholesome, nervo-racking Intri- 
cacies of marital triangles, lost, 
by this time, to al! senso of moral 
decency—unscrupulously wrecking 
tho Hves and happiness of others 
in his mad stampede for sordid 
sensation. Or Nature may not 
have endowed him too generously 
in the “sex appeal” line so he 
drinks with the boys till closing 
time, drifts like a dismasted, rud- 
dorlesa derolict into disreputadie, 
post-midnight resorts. ‘ 

Tho luat scene of all that onds 
this ignoble, eventful history finds 
him destitute of ambition, moral 
integrity or self respect, losing his 
job for insobricty ‘and debt to’ 
svake up in Tilbury Dock a sadder 
and o wiser man. :

CHAIRMAN'S SPEECH, 


Addresalng the shareholders, the 
Chairman snid:—It will be 
observed from the Directors’ 
Report that the year under review 
began in depressing circumstances 
and jt appeared as though we were 
inheriting all the difficulties tof 
1930, If that year went duwn as 
one of the most disastrous. ex- 
perienced’ by the shipping indus- 
try the world over, it in no exag- 
Herntion to sny that its successor 
was even Worse. China's political 
problems, banditry, labour trou- 
bles, tuxntion, serious competition, 
the continued fall in the value of 
the dollar, and the world-wide de- 
pression in trade svere still to the 
fore with us in the East, and mat- 
tera were made more disheartening 
by the appalling floods in the Yan- 
tze Valley during the summer. 

. Twill not delay you with an ex- 
position of our troubles except to 
touch upon them in discussing the 
trades in which the Company is in- 
terested, as they are already fami- 
tiar to you in speeches from this 
chair und, to quote from one of 
“Fairplay’s” 1931 Reports, “the 
task of describing the course of 
shipping business during the past 
year could only be handled .ade- 
quately by him who wrote the stery 
of the sufferings of Job." Suffice 
it to say, however, ‘that these fac- 
tora all took their toll on the Com- 
Pany’s earning power, and it was 
only during the [ast quarter of 
the year that conditions generally 
took a turn for the better, a glenm 
of light in stygian darkness. It is 
not to be wonlered at, therefore, 
that once again your Directors 
have to submit an_ unsatisfactory 
report on the year's working, but 
taking everything into account it 
is better than it might have been. 
FIRING ON SHIPS, 


-On the Yangtze River, deuapite 
every obstacle tu peaceful trading, 
the Company's gruss earnings ex- 
eeeded slightly those of the pre- 
vious year, and it is pleasing te 
note that the travelling public, 
both native and foreign, supported 
us toa gratifying degree. | Viring 
on merchant shins continued as in 
previous years, but was confined 
mostly to the Middle River by 
bands of irresponsible soldiery 
styling themselves the Soviet Re- 
public of China, and it was only 
Possible to navigute this stretch 


}O£ the river in safety with the 


assistance of H. M. Navy, to whom 
again I would record the Com- 
Pany's keen appreciation. Owing 
to the heavy rains in Central 
China, floods of an unprecedented 
nature occurred and vast areas 
were submerged causing untold 
damages and incalculable toss of 
life. In July, the river at Han- 
kow passed the previous record 
level of 50°56" in 1870 and went on 
rising until] 19th August, when it 
reached the peak of 58’ 6” after 
which “it fell slowly- 

It is quite impossible, in the 
scope of these remarks, to convey 
adequately an impression of the 
diMleulties which confronted us 
during this period, not only at 
Hankow but at other ndjacent 
ports, Cargo had to be shifted 
from lower to upper. floods of 
xodowns as well as to lighters. 
hulks, tseamers and other hired 
premises, and for a while the Com- 
pany’s business was conducted on 
one of our vessels. It says much 
for those in charge of affairs, 
ashore and afloat, that they were 
able to carry on in the face of auch 
trying circumstances, and to them 
I take this opportunity of convey- 
ing our grateful thanks. * 


CHANGSHA LOOTING. 


In my speech last year, I re- 
ferred to the Company's losses at 
Changsha through the wanton des- 
truction and looting by communists 
or bandits.

The jetter which purported to 
have been written by the son to 
his father, stated that he had fal- 
Jen into a bandits’ den and as his 
right hand had been wounded by 
a gun he got someone else to write 
the letter for him. As he was 
located on a desolate island it was 
difficult to get the services of a 
doctor. At present. he was in no 
imminent danger -but they had al- 
lowed him to. write and ask for 
$10,000. It was to be feared that 
action would be taken against his 
life if any measures were taken 
against his captors.

Unfortunately; —al- 
though the measures calculated to 
permit the diversion of silt-Inaden 
tributaries to. the settling basin 
were-rendy to be put into opera- 
tion, the diversion did not take 
place at the crucial momont for 
some unknown reason and drafth 
in the Haiho River are once again 
limited to 9 feet with every pros- 
pect of navigation becoming im- 
possible for evon shallow draft, 
tugs and lightors.

NEW SYSTEM NEEDED 


SHOULD SELECTION OF CRICKET 
INTERPORT TEAMS BE TASK 
OF AN ASSOCIATION ? 


EF 


IT NOT HIGH TIME, now that cricket has 


gained such a prominent place .in the sporting 


life of the local community, for it to be placed on a 
sounder administrative basis, with an organised Asso- 
ciation, recognised as the ruling body, set up to conduct 
the Lengue and to be responsible for the selection of 


Interport teams? 


It is a question which is exercising the minds of numbers 
of Hongkong cricket enthusiasts, who feel, despite the excellent 
work accomplished in the past by tho officials of the Hongkong 


Cricket Club, that the time has n 


ow arrived that the game, parti- 


cularly in its chief compctitive forms such as league and Inter- 
port cricket, should be controlled by a more representative body. 


When the cricket Interport team 
to represent Hongkong ageainst 
Shanghai this week, was selected, 
the determinations of the Selection 
Committee very naturally brought 
forth a certain amount of criticism. 
Keen followers of the game in 
Hongkong had their own opinions 
ns to the correct constitution of the 
team, and in apumber of cases they 
considerably differed from that of 
the official team. 


While one can, to some extent, 
ignore these personal claims to team 
selection, a Httle thought regard- 
ing the present position of Inter- 
port selecting in connexion with 
cricket docs reveal that some sort of 
change is indicated. 


Up to the present, what have al- 
ways been regarded as Interport 
matches between Hongkong and 
Shanghai, are really contests be- 
tween the Hongkong and Shanghal 
Cricket Clubs in the sense that 
they are privately arranged by 
those clubs. The fact that the 
terms have been made. more or 
less representative, has been purely 
dependent on those two clubs. 


SATISFACTORY SELECTING. 


No one will suggest that the 
Hongkong Cricket Club selection 
committee has not done its work 
ably and with a great deal of care- 
ful thought: or that it has not fully 
explored the field of local talent in 
order to secure the best representa- 
tive sides. 2 

At the same time, the growth 

of cricket in Hongkong as ft is 
to-day, docs scem to demand a 
new organisation to carry out 
the task of picking Hongkong’s 
Interport teams. There fs no 
Cricket Assacintion in Hong- 
kong: no actual ruling body. 
The Cricket League is conducted 
without any established execu- 
tive. The clubs meet each 
year when their representa- 
tives attending the meeting are 
regarded as officials to form the 
committee: The League, how- 
ever, has no up-to-date rules, 
and so far as is known, very 
few printed rule books are in 
circulation.

Golfers Killed by Lightning—Need for Taking 
Precautions—What to Do in a Storm— 
Cambridge Makes History—Duleep’s “No” » 


Golfers and Lightning 


HE death by lighting stroke of 
w golfer and his caddie 
when playing’ a ~ round 
on the Matdenhend links, has 
naturally given rise to a certain 
amount of apprehension among 
dovotees of the Royal and Ancient 
game writes Mr. E. L. Hake, M.A., 
Meteorological Superintendent of 
Hampstead Obseryatory. Since 
the occurrence of these fatalitics 
nicteorologists have been kept 
busy with inquiries as to the risk 
involved in handling fron clubs 
during the progress of a storm. 
Does the metal attract the Jight- 
ning, they. are asked, and must the 
new all-steel shafts be regarded 
ag-an additional source of danger? 
To give an unqualified affirma- 
tive reply to these questions would 
be in the nature of scuremongering; 
to unswer-them in the negative 
would be to encourage rashness.

| What Statistics Show 


TATISTICS tells us that. ap- 
proximately. four out of every 
five such casualties in Eng- 
land are among men. , Of these 
the majority are agricultural la- 
bourers, farm hands and the like, 
who are at their work out of doors 
when a‘storm breaks and = im- 
prudontly neglect to lay nside their 
seythes, sickles, spades or ploughs. 
Golf clubs are not such risky 
things as pointed fron or steel 
implements to have about one in 
thundery weather, but the presence 
of any metallic substance tends to 
concentrato in its vicinity the 
great electricn! atress to which 
lightning Is due. The chances of 
being struck, though always small 
in England, re definitely in- 
creased for anybody carrying tho 
normal equipment of a golfer.”

ONSEQUENTLY, the . best 
thing for a golfer to do «when 
overtaken by a thunderstorm 
is to drop his iron clubs at once 
and give them a wide berth, -He 
wil be wise not to put up an um- 
brella—especialy if it has a metal 
ferrule, He will alao do much bet- 
ter to endure n soaking than to 
court trouble by tnking refuge be- 
neath one of the isolated trees that 
aro to be found on so many golf 
links, Oaks, in particular, should 
be carefully avoided, 18 lightning 
seems to have a curious predilection 
for thom. The safest course of all, 
though not the most comfortable, 
ia to He down in a ditch or bunker, 
na far away from trees as possible. 
The human casualty list from 
lightning is not very serious in 
England averaging about 20 a year 
killed and 100 injured. Among 
sheep and cattle, however, there 18 
a mich heavier denth ‘roll, dug in 
large measure to the partiality of 
tlocks and herds for sheltering 
undor trees. 

Even should a golfer retreat be- 
reuth an oak with his clubs during 
the. prevalence of a- thunderstorm, 
{t ia long odds that he will not be 
hurt, but, if his motto be “Safety 
first” ho will do well to take the 
fow simple precautions that have 
been mentioned. .

ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1931 
PUBLISHED 


“It is satisfactory to record that 
notwithstanding the general de 
preasion of trade and a very re- 
grettnble accident on the British 
section, the year 1931 proved, on 
the whole,'n very successful year 
for the Railway.” : . . 

In this opening paragraph, 
tnken from‘the annual report of 
the Kowloon-Canton Railway 
(British acction), the position of 
the entorprise is cpitumised. 

The report states, inter alin, 
that running expenses were 
slightly heavier than during the 
previouw year, but inerenses in 
traMfec, traMe receipts and train 
mileage showed: that steady pro- 
gress was made. 

Operating expenses actually in- 
creased by $104,981.86, while net 
Roygniic amounted to $160,094.76 
as compared with $193,100.47 for 
1930, 

The Chinese Section. 

Good progress was made on the 
Chinese section with the recondi- 
tioning of the track, and this en- 
abled reductions to be made in 
the duration of the through jour- 
ney between the two termini of 
Kowloon and Canton. 

All through express trains con- 
tinued to be hauled by British 
aection engines, and the three 
new -engines referred to in last 
year’a report were brought into 
service In May and proved both 
cMeient and economical

nual report for 1930 under 
heading that. given oa fast and 
punctual service of trains be- 
tween the two cities, an ever-in- 
creasing proportion of passengers 
would travel by train, was fulfill- 
ed during the year 1931, In- 
ereases furthermore occurred in 
the Ist. and 2nd. class passen- 
gers, and there is every prospect 
of still further improvement in 
the numbers. 

It is to be deplored that whilst 
the railway in the course of its 
vicissitudes in the past has fre- 
quently been debarred from carn- 
ing revenue due to Chinese poll- 
tical and other troubles, it should 
have suffered a setback in what 
promised to be a record year 
owing to an accident which no 
foresight could -have prevented: 
Until April 20th of 1951, the rail- 
way had, from its inception, car- 
rivd 24,000,000 passengers with- 
out serious injury to a passenger, 
or loss.of a passenger life, and it 
is with ‘profound regret that 
eleven deaths and some .nine 
seriously injured passengers and 
an unknown number with minor 
injuries have to be recorded.

VILLAGEROAD 
MURDER 


MUCH-POSTPONED TRIAL 
RESUMED 


. HAWKER’S STORY 


The Police Court trinl of Tseng 
Kwok-yau, chaged with instigat- 
ing the murder of George Fung in 
Villago Road,’ Happy Valley, on 
the night of March 24, was re- 
sumod before Mr. Wynne-Jones at 
tho Central Magistracy yesterday 
afternoon. 

Bofore tho hearing was resumed 
Mr, Lindsoll sald that, ho under- 
stood Mr. Brutton did not want to 
cross oxamine Mise Lai Ming-fay 
that afternoon, so that, with tho 
pormission of tho Court, the Crown 
proposed to call othor witnesses. 

In reply to his Worship, Mr. 
Brutton remarked that he desired 
to reserve his crosa-examinatlon. 

Mr. Lindsell indicated that ho 
might wish to put a fow questions 
to Miss Lal Ming-fay before her 
examination In chiof was concluded. 

Dr. R. 3. Begbie, acting Assis- 
- Government Bactorlologist 
gavo evidence of tho post mortem 
examination which he performed on 
the body of George Fung at 10 
o'clock the day following the 
murder. Witness described the 
bullet wound, which had ita en- 
’ trance from near the lower angle 
of tho left shoulder blade. Ita 
course went from the back to the 
front of the chest where the bullet 
was subsequently extracted. 

Witness stated that the bullet, 
in its course, had pierced 
the lung at the back, the heart 
muscle and the lung in the front. 
Death wns duc to haemorrhage 
and shock as a result of the wound. 
The body was otherwise healthy. 

‘Mr. Lindsell: Could you form any 
opinion as to the range at which 
the shot was fired?—Thore was no 
evidence to show that the shot was 
fired close to the deceased. I think 
it was probnbly fired at a distance 
of more than three feet from the 
deceased. :

Detectivo’s Evidence.

Ho next baw tho hawker Lo Yau, 
and secured from him information 
which led to his making o search 
of a scavenging Iano at the Lack of 
Man Chung Fong. Hore, ho found 
a pistol discarded in the gutter, and 
took it back with him to the Wan- 
chai Statlon. 


A Diary.- 


Detective Sergeant Kennedy, 
who took over the case from his 
Chinese subordinate, said that he 
accompanied Lat Ming-fay and 
Chan Wing-yung in tho latter’s car 
to the Yeung Wo Nursing home, 
whero he found Fung in charge of 
Dr.:S. C. Ho and apparently ina 
dying condition. He received a re- 
port announcing Fung’s death after 
his return to thé Station, and pro- 
ceeded to circulate what was offi- 
cially styled a “murder message,” 
naming. the wanted man os Chan 
Kwok-yau. 

The following morning he handed 
certain bloodstained -articles of 
clothing taken from the body of the 
deceased to Sub-Inspector Rozes- 
kwy, aiso a silver-backed note-book. 

The bloodstained articles conuist- 
ed of a singlet, a waistcoat and a 
jucket. The  silver-backed note- 
book is described as containing 
entries in the form of a diary by 
the deceased. 


Peculiarities of Weapon. 


The pistol picked up by the Chi- 
nese detective in the locality of the 
crime was next exhibited, and the 
Police Armourer, Sergt. J. E. Scott, 


who had examined and tested its’ 


mechanism, described the weapon 
4s an automatic of cheap Spanish 
make, firing cartridges of .82 inch 
calibre. Tho magazine was charg- 
ed with six cartridges, of the samo 
type, but not of sants make, being 
Remington products which could bo 
used for that pistol. In the breech 
Was an empty cartridge: the reason 
why it had not been ejected after 
being fired, was because of a defect 
ia the mechanism. : 
To test the mechtnism he had 
recourse to firing it with six othor 
cartridges of a similar calibre, and 
at each time it failed to eject the 
empty casc. Decomposed powder 
extracted by means of a cotton wad 
thrust into the barrel showed that 
the weapon could not have been 
fired within more than 24 hours. 


Marks Removed, 


At the back of the weapon, if-a 
practice in Hongkong and India 
were conformed with, there should 
have been the local registration 
number stamped on the metal. 
There were traces of such a num- 
ber having been thore, but so worn 
that he was unable to decipher 
bea The registration number, 
that was to say manufacturers’ 
number, was stamped on the side of 
the body, but he could find no trace 
of any such number.
